SUBJECT : Visit of Captain Martin H. ELLIS and Mr. Robert L. McGIBBON, 

Joint Intelligence Bureau (Canada) 


1. Two representatives of the Joint Intelligence Bureau (Canada) are 
planning to visitKEA headquarters during the week, U - 8 May 1959. They 
.are Mr. Robert L^rMcGIBBON, Chief, General Division; and Captain Martin H. 
ELLIS, R.C.N. (Retired), Chief, Collection Section, General Division. 

Captain ELLIS, before his retirement, was the Director of Naval Intelligence, 
Royal Canadian Navy. 


2. JIB has recently been granted a cheater authorizing the additional 
functions of briefing and debriefing legal travelers to and from the Sino- 
Soviet Bloc areas. In order to assist JIB to establish an organization to 
fulfill the terms of this charter, we would like for the Chief, SR/lO or 
his designee to brief these visitors generally on legal travel to and from the 
Soviet Bloc. 

. 3. As a part of tM*> briefing we would also like to haveC^ 

d ^)and d d^iscuss the possibilities of Canadian exploita- 

tion of the Ukrainians now residing in Canada. We have recently learned 
that a large group of Ukranians, now in Canada, are planning to visit the 
Soviet Union this summer. We feel that briefing and debriefing of these 
Ukrainian travelers could produce very valuable positive intelligence. 

U. By giving JIB a helping hand now in directing the establishment 
of this new organization and by making JIB aware of our intelligence interest 
in legal travelers, we feel that we shall derive much future benefit from 
our liaison relationship with JIB.
